There  may  be  a  bright  side 
to  getting  a  traffic  ticket.  The 
traffic  lot  on  college  drive  was 
newly  paved  this  year,  thanks 
to  the  currency  collected  from 
previous  traffic  penalties. 

So  far  this  semester  a  total 
•f  597  traffic  violations  have 
lieen  issued.  Due  to  250  new 
parking  spaces,  there  are  more 
cars  than  ever  on  campus;  1000 
are  registered. 

A  student  must  register  his 
Vehicle.  The  process  is  a  simple 
©ne  of  filling  out  a  card  at  no 
Ci^nse.  Any  student  who 
wishes  to  park  his  car  on  cam¬ 
pus  must  purchase  a  permit. 
One  dollar  a  semester  is  charg¬ 
ed  for  the  permit  which  desig¬ 
nates  the  only  lot  in  which  the 
student  may  park.  Parking  reg¬ 
ulations  are  in  effect  from  8 
a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Monday  through 
Friday.  Lots  around  residence 
halls,  where  parking  by  per¬ 
mit  is  in  effect  all  of  the  time, 
are  an  exception. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of 
every  student  who  drives  a  car 
on  or  off  campus  to  know  the 
parking  regulations.  This  infor¬ 
mation  may  be  obtained  from 
Oie  business  office.  Dean  Koer- 
hle’s  office,  or  the  student 
handbook. 

At  significant  expense  all 
lots  and  campus  roads  have 
been  resurfaced.  This  improve¬ 
ment  should  prevent  erroding 
Which  has  caused  chuckhole 
•ituations  in  previous  years.

Letter  to  the  Editor 

November  14,  1962 
Dear  Editor; 

After  reading  one  of  the 
latest  issues  of  the  Northwest 
Missourian,  I  would  like  to 
discuss  one  issue  a  little  fur¬ 
ther.  'The  issue  which  I  would 
like  to  discuss  is  the  one  con¬ 
cerning  the  hours  of  the  Den.

Maybe  my  reason 
is  similar  to  that  of  many  stu¬ 
dents,  that  is,  I  have  classes 
which  take  up  most  of  my 
hours  during  the  day.  I  would 
however,  like  the  chance  to 
spend  more  time  in  the  Den.

Official  Notice 


Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  withdraw  from  college  be¬ 
fore  the  close  of  the  session  should  secure  from  the  Registrar’s 
office  proper  withdrawal  slips  and  a  withdrawal  clearance. 

Following  mid-term  examinations,  students  withdrawing  from 
college  will  have  letters  “WP”  or  “WF”  placed  on  the  perma¬ 
nent  record  on  file  in  the  Registrar’s  office. 

Any  student  withdrawing  from  college  after  mid-term  ex¬ 
aminations  will  be  subject  to  an  evaluation  by  the  instructor 
of  each  class  for  which  he  has  registered,  and  the  instructor 
will  indicate  that  the  student  is  at  this  point  failing  or  passing 
in  that  particular  course. 

If  a  student  withdraws  after  mid-term  examinations  and  has 
received  failing  grades  in  the  courses  for  which  he  is  regist¬ 
ered,  he  wili  not  be  eiigible  to  return  the  succeeding  semester 
or  summer  session. 

Students  withdrawing  from  college  prior  to  mid-semester 
examinations  will  have  grades  indicated  as  “WP”  and  not  be 
subject  to  a  failing  grade. 

If,  because  of  ill  health  and  upon  the  recommendatin  of  a 
physician  it  is  necessary  to  withdraw  a  student  from  a  class 
after  the  dropping  period  has  been  closed,  the  grade  of  pass 
or  fail  will  be  recorded  for  that  course  at  the  time  the  student 
is  withdrawn.

Did  you  vote?  If  you  bothered, 
CONGRATULATIONS!  You  are  a 
member  of  the  elite,  one  of  the  priv¬ 
ileged  class;  you  have  the  right  to 
complain  if  things  don’t  go  to  suit 
you.  But,  if  you  didn’t — welcome  to 
the  herd.  You  are  a  follower,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  majority,  one  of  the 
group. 

Only  641  students  cast  ballots 
last  week  in  the  election  for  student 
senators.  Of  course,  you  realize  that 
is  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  entire 
student  body. 

All  year  long  this  columnist  hears  complaints  about  what 
the  senate  should  do  to  improve  NWMSC.  Once  you  had  a 
chance  to  do  something  about  the  situation.  But  no  more.  At 
least  not  until  the  spring  election. 

Special  effort  was  made  to  eliminate  the  long  lines  which 
usually  hamper  voting.  The  senate  had  set  up  two  lines  so 
there  would  not  be  any  waiting. 

Yes,  it  was  cold  and  the  wind  was  blowing.  But,  is  that  really 
a  very  valid  excuse?  You  would  have  battled  the  weather  if 
there  would  have  been  a  dance  or  free  entertainment.  And 
after  this  little  fiasco— maybe  there  won’t  be  any  entertain¬ 
ment. 


Why?  Because  how  can  the  senate  say  the  students  want 
these  activities — if  the  students  don’t  even  care  enough  to 
vote  for  the  senators  who  will  decide  on  these  campus  activities? 

This  is  definitely  a  reflection  on  the  American  public  as  a 
whole.  If  it  had  been  a  national  election,  would  you  have 
avoided  the  polls  like  the  plague. 

Note  to  the  Senate;  Next  time,  next  election— how  about 
having  the  voting  take  place  in  the  Union  Building?  This  is 
the  central  meeting  building  for  practically  all  the  students, 
who  sometime  during  the  day,  spend  a  few  minutes  there. 
And  perhaps  if  the  voters  were  closer  to  the  polls  they  might 
take  the  time  to  vote.

THIRD  AND  MAIN 
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Is  This  Trip  Necessary? 


A  newspaper  reporter  once 
went  to  visit  Robert  Frost. 
Frost  was  chopping  wood,  and 
l)c  continued  to  chop  as  they 
talked. 

The  reporter  noticed  a  young 
tnan  standing  around  doing 
notliing  and  asked  who  he  was 
and  why  he  didn't  help  with 
the  chopping. 

“Oh  he  doesn’t  work’’,  an¬ 
swered  Frost;  “he’s  a  poet  and 
he’s  meditating.” 

Student  and  faculty  literary 
efforts  are  presented  in  this 
issue  of  The  Missourian.  Most 
of  the  work  submitted  to  us 
has  been  printed.  We  offer  it 
“as  is”  without  either  disap¬ 
proval  or  approval. 

We  approve  most  of  it  and 
consider  that  what  we  offer  in 
this  literary  issue  is  equal  in 
quality  to  what  has  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  our  past  literary  num¬ 
bers. 

Our  editorial  work  has  been 
limited  to  fitting  the  verses 
into  newspaper  columns  with¬ 
out  destroying  the  meaning. 
Misspellings  have  been  cor¬ 
rected  when  we  have  been  sure 
that  the  word  was  misspelled. 

We  hold  to  no  artistic  theory 
in  regard  to  the  writing  of 
poetry  except  that  a  poem  is 
an  artistic  work. 

From  this  it  follows  that  no 
part  of  a  poem  should  Jje  ac¬ 
cidental;  every  word  should  be 
ciioscn  with  a  sense  of  how  it 
fits  in  the  whole;  every  verse 
should  be  written  with  an  eye 
to  its  part  in -the  whole  com¬ 
position.  The  stanzaic  -form 
should  be  a  deliberate  choice. 
The  reader  has  a  right  to  ex¬ 
pect  that  the  poem  was  so  com¬ 
posed. 

Some  poets,  and  some  poetry 
readers,  quote  Keat’s  line: 
“Beauty  is  truth,  truth  beau¬ 
ty...”  to  prove  that  poetry  is 
an  act  of  inspiration  and  as 
such  is  subject  to  no  criteria 
save  a  vague  and  nebulous  de¬ 
votion  to  “beauty”  “truth”  and 
an  inspiring  message.  They 
would  probably  write  better 
poetry  if  they  followed  Words¬ 
worth’s  dictum:  “poetry  is  the 
spontaneous  overflow  of  power¬ 
ful  feelings;  it  takes  its  ori¬ 
gin  from  emotion  recollected 
in  tranquillity.” 

Inspiration  is  seldom  suffi¬ 
cient  to  produce  a  worth  while 
poem  if  the  poem  is  worth 
writing,  it  is  worth  revising  in 
“tranquillity”.  Most  poets 
should  ti’y  revising  in  terras  of 
conventional  rime  and  rhythm. 
The  tyro  should  master  the 
easy  slope  before  he  essays 
the  high  mountain.  The  paint¬ 
er  should  master  conventional 
pictures  before  he  starts  droop¬ 
ing  watches  over  tree  limbs. 

Rules  for  poetry  do  not  mean 
much  in  this  decade  of  the 
twentieth  century.  Let  us  rest 
on  the  question  Robert  Graves 
says  every  poet  Should  ask 
about  his  own  poem:  “Is  this 
^em  really  necessary?”

8,000  Dollar  Ace 

Hear  that  8000  dollar  accent? 
That’S  a  result  of  Northwest 
Missouri  State  College  lang¬ 
uage  lab.  This  enormous  elec¬ 
tronic  installation  is  tlie  great¬ 
est  blow  to  the  language  bar¬ 
rier  since  Brigett  Bardot. 

The  laboratory,  itself,  was 
built  by  Kansas  City  Sound  for 
something  in  the  neighborhood 
of  8000  dollars. 

In  working,  the  lab  offers  up 
to  a  maximum  of  four  pro¬ 
grams  at  one  time,  three  from 
tapes  and  one  from  a  record. 
The  students  receive  the  pro¬ 
gram  in  one  of  two  types  of 
booths.  The  three-way  booths 
which  offer  facilities  for  the 
student  to  listen,  repeat  and 
record,  and  a  number  of  two- 
way  booths  which  lack  the  re¬ 
cording  equipment,  but  have 
a  provision  so  that  it  may  be 
installed  at  a  later  date. 

The  programs  which  students 
hear  are  in  both  French  and 
Spanish  and  are  designed  pri¬ 
marily  to  aid  the  students  pro- 
nunciation.  Laboratory  ses¬ 
sions  are  part  of  student’s  reg¬ 
ular  classwork,  and  are  at¬ 
tended  regularly  like  lectures. 

Recorded  programs  offered 
to  the  students  of  both  lang¬ 
uages  are  of  both  an  academic 
and  musical  nature.  Academic 
programs  include  readings 
from  the  text  and  supplemen¬ 
tary  material  made  up  of  ex¬ 
cerpts  from  famous  authors  in 
the  language,  plays,  and  vari¬ 
ous  other  items.  The  musical 
programs  consist  mainly  of 
folk  songs,  and  folk  dances 
from  France  and  Spain,  al¬ 
though  in  keeping  with  the  sea¬ 
son  some  Christmas  carols  arc 
now  being  heard. 

In  addition  to  the  recorded 
material,  40  tapes  are  avail¬ 
able,  most  of  which  have  been 
filled  with  academic  matcriaL
